Chicago.—Roiting which is belloved
80 have started over attempts by
megroes and sallors to avenge au al
isged inmult to the Amerlcan flag by
members of n soclety advocating the
return of negroes to Africa, resulted
In the death of two white meu, one a
sallor, the wounding, probably fatally,
of a negro policeman, and lnjuries to
sevoral other persons !

Investigations conducted by the po
Mes brought forth evidence which they
sald polntod to an organized attempl
on the part of the negro organization
known as the “back to Abbyssinia
movement” to  precipiiate  trouble,
while other reports ware that the
trouble was started by &  group of
satlors who Jeerod and hooted at a

parade of negroes,

It was o aid that as the parade dls- |
banded, severnl of the negroes gath-
ered about the flag, set fire to it and
then opened fire on It with rovolvers
Beveral sallors and negroos anre sald
to have rushed from nenrby pool halls
and remonstrated with the Abyssin
fans

Joseph P, Owens, a negro polleeman,
attempled to arrest one of them and
was shot through the back. Whather
Owons fired first i not known, but
& volley of shot followed his attempt
to arrest the negro. R 1. Rose, a
sallor of J company, Fifteanth regl
ment, who got Into tha trouble, wis
shot through the heart and Joseph
Hoyt, a clgar dealor, who rushed from
bis store whon he heard the shots,
was shot through the head, both dy-
ing (nstantly Owend' condition In
oritienl,

This version of the affair I8 the one
generally aceepted by the pollee, but
negro witnesses say that the Insult
to the flag was caused by a group of
aullors jeering the pa.aders and that
the flag burning was meant as a de
flance to the sallors personully and not
a8 an Inmilt to the country

Hardly had the first ahot been fired
when many of the parnding negroes

rushoed to a nearby automoblle and
grihbed rifles which  were cnchod
there, according to the pollce. Within

a few momente more than a thousand
nneroee hnd gathered.  TPolice lines
wore formod and after an hour or
two the distrlot, which was the scone
of rloting a year ago when more than
thirty whiten and negroos were killed,
wau qulet,

The trouble occurred at Thirty-fifth
street and Indiana avenue near the
pcene of last yoar's race  riots, in
which more than thirty whites and
Blacks were killed and hundreds in
Jured.

Police declared that they probably
never would know the exact number
wounded, Heveral were carried off by
friends, it was believed for the parad-
ing negroes disappeared rapldly after
the frist shots

Two Farmers Clash.

“Ambassador” May Not Be Permitted
to Leave Pending Disposition
of Deportation Canse.

washington, . C.—Ludwig C. A
K. Martons, who for more than fifteen
months has been in the Unlied States
as selfatyled Hussian ambassador, has
been recalled by the soviet authorl
ties, it was learned in offioinl circles

Marten's copfidential goUTelary,
Sanford Nuortevs, left the United
Stutes several weeks ago by way of
Cannda and now |8 helieved to be al-)
tending the conferences baing held In|
Kngland by Oregory Krassin, bolshe-
vik minister of commerce, It was sald
by department of justice officials.

Marten's recall, It was stiited by
those acqguainted with the facts in
the ecuse, was at his  sollcitaticn,
Nelther the “ambaersndor” nor those
who have been assoclated with him
were propared to say whether tha|
soviet authorities would send another|
representative to the United States
und make another attempt to obtain|
semlrecogultion through that means,

Murtens on hig arcival in the United
States In March, 1919, sent creden-
tinls to the state depurtment but no
attention was given them by the de
partment,

At present Marfens Is involved In
deportation procesdings conducted by
department of Iabor officials, The
hearings wore adjourned until July
8, when they are expected to be con-
cluded and the decision referred to
Assistant Bocretary of Labor  Post
and finally to President Wilson for
apuroval. Officials declined to say
whether Martens would be permittod
to loave the country pending final
disposition of the deportation action,

The soviet agent previous to the
present  procesdings was a  central
flgure in an investigation by a senate
committee which inquired into bolshe-
vik mctivitios in the United Statos.
The senute committee in It report
held that Martens was a German sub-
ject and that his activitles were such
as to make him sultable for Investl
gation and action by the department
of justice,

Not & shot was fired in the Attack
on the police station, the members of
the mob using bricks and other mis
wiles, and in the final stages of the
tight streams of water from flre hone
taken from the police themselves,

A mock trial was held by the mob
in the station and three of the negroes
were found guilty and the three othars
also held in connection with the as
sanlt wers acquitted and turned back
to the police.

Shortly after midnight the mob sti
gurrounded the police station, but
thers was no indiestion of further
troubles.
